. Wir regard to the recent execution - o! 
Commandant Lorren dnd ‘three of “his 
subordinate’ officers in Eouth Africa, the 
exact circumstances of the case can. only be 
guessed at, for we have no actinl details 
upon which to go. From previous telegrams 
received from London it is to be gathered 
that the British Commander-in-Chicf has 
threatened the death penalty for the follow- 
ing offences. Firstly, in reply to a notifica- 
tion from Commandant Kerirzinaer that 
he intended to-kill all natives in British 
employ, whether armed ‘or. unarmed, the 
British Government instructed Loup 
Kurcrreven to inform the Boer lender that 
any: one found carrying. out: this threat 
would bo court-martialled and executed. 
Then, at the end of August, Mr. Brovricx, 
replying ta’ the Coumander-in-Chief with 
regard to the shooting of British wounded, 
said thet he should, proclaim that all cap- 
tured Boers convicted of, being present at 
“such outrages would be held guilty, the 
leader of tho commando to be, sentenced 
_4o death, and the others to be punished 
“by death. or lesser senténces, according 
to the degree of, their complicity. At 
the commencement of last month the 
Boers leaders then in Cape Colony ordered 
that all Colonials captured in arms after the 
15th, Beptember.. should: be shot—a erime 
the perpetration of which would in itself 
‘yender.tho guilty parties liable to instant 
execution. Again, according to on wasub- 
stantinted statement of tho Pall Mall 
Gazette, quoted ina London telegram ‘of 
the 27th ult., Lory Krrominzn wos chxious 
to substitute capital-punishment for rebels 
in place of ghort terma of imprisonment. 
This cannot be taken oe a proof of the

other ovidenge, ‘though it -is obvious that 
the Iimits within which.rebellion can 
' tolerated are not capable of indefinite exp: 
sion. .. S@!l earlier: in the “year, in the

of British soldiers “would be “tegnrded aa 
murder. No such date hea heen fixed as 
yet, as far as we know, though it may very 
reasonably be held that the war has already 
degeiierated into n struggle ‘with banditti, 
somo of then merély murderous desperadoss. 
However, we do not knew. in the casa of 
Lorren and his: subordinates what precise 
crimes they have eommittad. From - the 
foregoing remarks it is perbaps most pro- 
hablo that they have shot unarmed natives 
‘in-British employ or else British wounded. 
Wo cannot doubt that there hus already 
been an outery on the part of the pro- Boers 
on the Continent and in England iteelf, 
who are not likely to have waited to hear 
the facts of the case. . Dutil ‘these are fully 
known, any such outcry is merely fataous ; 
all comment, indeed, can only be of a specu- 
lative character. The marked humanity of 
our conduct of the war in South Africa is a 
ysod indication, however, that any crimes 
inducing our genenils to inflict the death 


i penalty must. have been of a heinous nature.
